King County should be the lead agency for the project if King County is sponsoring the project, which | assume is
the case.

The project would be categorically exempt under SEPA (WAC 197-11-800) as a "repair, remodeling and
maintenance activity." Please address the following: (1) Are the new runway lights and/or the distance-to-go
lighted signs smail-scale low-level lights or beacons? (2) Will the overlay materially expand the existing runway
or change its use? (3) How close is the Duwamish inlet to the runway? | checked the SAO and the river is the
only sensitive area | could find. SAO requires a minimum 100-foot buffer between the river (or its wetlands) and
the project edge. If the runway is within 200 feet of the river, the priect could trigger Shoreline review. (4) Is
there any anticipated change in drainage? | assume that since the project is for an overlay, the dainage will
remain the same.

As for NEPA, I've asked our SEPA attorney to send me a copy of the NEPA rules. It's possible that
environmental review has already been done in a NEPA document to cover paving/overlayment projects.
